November next. This determination has driven the 
masters to ascertain their rights and to demand them, 
and we must confess, we fear that i1 doing so the in- 
nocent will be made to suffer with the guilty. If we 
have any influence with the masters, we would inter- 
cede on behalf of all those who have resumed work 
under engagements to pay rent. We cannot believe 
that they will place them in no better condition 
than those who have been idling away their time, 
and refusing to earn money when they haf, and 
still have an cpponite gs of doing so.
